PART I 
SECTION 1. Farms for which wheat acreage allotments will be established in 1939. 


A. Wheat acreage allotments for 1939 shall be established for 
all farms within each county on which wheat was seeded for 
harvest in one or more of the years 1926, 1937, and 1938. 
The sum of the wheat acreage allotments established for all 
such farms shall be equal to at least 97 per cent, but not 
more than 100 per cent of the county wheat acreage allot- 
ment. All such farms will be hereafter referred to as 
"OLD" wheat farms. 


B. Wheat acreage allotments shall be established for farms on 
ba which wheat was not seeded for harvest in any of the years 
1936, 1937, and 1938 and for which a wheat acreage allot- 
ment is requested for 1939. Not more than 3 percent of 
_ the county wheat acreage allotment shall be apportioned to 
these farms. All such farms will be hereafter referred to 
as "NEW" wheat farms. 


C. Farm wheat acreage allotments for 1939 must be established 
prior to the time of seeding wheat for harvest in 1939. 
Therefore, in view of the pressure of time, a farm, for the 
purpose of establishing 1939 wheat acreage allotments, shall 
be considered as the same farm for which a 1938 wheat acreage 
allotment Was, or could have been established. 


SECTION 2, DETERMINATION OF WHEAT ACREAGE ALLOTMENTS FOR FARMS ON WHICH 
WHEAT WAS SEEDED FOR HARVEST IN ONE OR MORE OF THE YEARS 1936, 
1937, .and 1938.

A. If the county committee determines that for all farms within 
the county on:which wheat was seeded for harvest in one or 
nore of the years 1936, 1937 arid 1938 and for which wheat 
acreage allotments were established in 1938, the adjusted 
"usual" wheat acreages as determined in 1938 for all such 


wee 


farns and entered in column 6, line 20, section 2, of the 
wheat ddtarsheets are fair and equitable for.1939 from the 
standpoints of tillable-acreage, crop rotation practices, 

type of soil, and, topography of the land, the wheat acreage 
allotnents for 1939 may be established on the basis of such 
1938 adjusted "usual! wheat acreages. If this nethod is used 
in any county the instructions outlined below in subsection Be 
nay be disregarded, and the county office clerks instructed to 
proceed with section 4-A, of these instructions with respect 
to the tabulation of data on the wheat listing sheets. 


This provision is nade to facilitate the establishnent 
of 1939 wheat acreage allotnents,in areas where crop rotation 
systens do not prevent its application. It nay be used only

Regardless of which period of years is selected 
by the county committee, such period rust be consecutive 
and must include both of the years 1936 and 1937. 


Use of the Wheat Data Sheet, ACP-59, in recording acreage 
Data and other information for individual farms. <A Wheat 
Data Sheet, ACP-59, must be filed for 1939 on each farn 
within the county eligible to receive a wheat acreage 
allotment. In all cases where Wheat Data Sheets were 
filed for 1938, and where the information thereon is 
conparable with the information required for 1939 it 

will not be necessary to file new forms for 1939. Clerks 
in county offices shall fill in ACP-59 as follows: 


(a) Column 1, Section 1 of the Wheat Data Sheet. 

Enter on the left hand side of this column for each of 
the years in the period selected by the county connittee 
for use in determining the "Usual" wheat acreages, the 
acreage of wheat seeded on the farn for harvest in such 
year. If no wheat was seeded for harvest in any year, 
enter the word none. If no information is available 
relative to wheat acreage for any year, leave the space 
for each year blank, 


In addition to the seeded acreage entered in this 
column, enter on the right hand side of the column the 
acreage diverted from wheat, if any, for payment under 
Agricultural Adjustnent or Conservation prograns. <A 
plus sign (+) should be entered between the seeded acre- 
age entry and the diverted acreage entry for each year. 


The county connittee shall issue instructions for 
determining the acreage which was diverted from wheat on 
any farn for any year. The maxinun acreage of wheat 
diversion in the years 1933 to 1937 which can be pernitted 
for any farn are as follows:

3. Determination of "Usual! Wheat Acreage. The first step toward 
the establishnent ot a wneat acreage allotment for any farn is 


the deternination of a "usual" wheat acreage for the farn. 
The "usual" wheat acreages will be determined in the following 
nanner: 


The "usual" wheat acreage for each such farn shall be 
the average of the acreages seeded plus the acreages diverted, 
as recorded in Column 1, Section 1 of the Wheat Data Sheet for 
the périod chosen according to.Section 2, subsection B, pro- 
vided that, before such average acreage for a farn is calculated 
the county connittee nay issue instructions for excluding the

acreages recorded for one or nore of the years under the follow- 
ing conditions: ie 


(a) If it is determined that the acreage seeded plus 
the acreage diverted for any of the years was abnormally low 
due to extreme flood or drought such acreage or acreages shall 
be excluded. 


(bd) If it is determined that the acreage seeded plus 
the acreage diverted for any of the years is not typical of 
the acreage which would ordinarily be seeded on the farm for 
harvest in 1939, taking into consideration the customary crop 
rotation practices; changes in crop rotation practices, or 
a change in the acreage of cropland on the farm, such acreage 
Or acreages shall be excluded. 


(c) If it is determined that the acreage seeded plus 
the acreage diverted for any of the years was abnormally high 
due bo failure of crop other than wheat, such acreage or acre- 
ages shall be excluded. 


(d) If for any of the years no accurate acreage data 
are available such year or years shall be excluded. 


The acreages excluded according to the above: pro- 
visions shall be designated by striking through these entries 
or the proper spaces for these entries in Column 1. The total 
of the remaining seeded acreages shall then be calculated and 
entered to the left on line 16. Also the total of the renaining 
diverted acreages shall be calculated and entered to the right 
online 16. Average seeded acreages and average diverted acre- 
ages will then be determined by dividing each of the totals on 
line 16 by the number of the entries in lines 3 to 11 that was 
used in obtaining these totals, and the results entered on 
line 17, The average of the remaining seeded acreages will be 
considered as the "usual" seeded wheat acreage and shall be 
carried forward to Column 3, Section 2, Line 21. (NOTE: The 
clerks shall change the heading of this column in each case 
to read: "Usual Wheat Acreage Seeded.") . The sum of the two 
entries on line 17, shall be considered as the "usual" wheat 
acreage for the farm and shall be entered in Column 4, Sec- 
tion 2, Line 21. If for any farm all of the acreages recorded 
in Column 1, Section 1, are excluded, the "usual! wheat acreage 
for such farm shall be determined by applying to the acreage of 
cropland on such farm the ratio of wheat to cropland determined 
in accordance with instructions outlined in Section 5, sub- 
section B of this bulletin.

At the time the county office sends the wheat listing sheets to 
the State office for the final calculation of wheat allotments, the 
“county committee must state the number of acres of wheat allotment 
to be held in reserve for any farm or farms that may not be covered 
by a Wheat Data Sheet. This reserve must also include sufficient 
wheat- allotment to care for any upward revision of wheat ees AAs 
due to appeals. 


This reserve should be small inasmuch as a strenuous effort 
must be made to obtain a Wheat Data Sheet on every wheat farm and 
the allotments should be so carefully established that few, if any, 
appeals will be found to justify an upward revision of wheat allot- 
nents. 


* SECTION 7, REPORT OF PROGRESS OF WORK ON WHEAT ACREAGE ALLOTMENTS. 

Beginning with the week ending July 30, 1938, and each 
Saturday thereafter, the county office shall make a report to the 
State office of the progress made in setting individual farm 
wheat allotments.

PROCEDURE FOR DETERMINING ELIGIBILITY FOR WHEAT’ LOANS AND 
FOR ACCEPTING, COMPLETING; AND TRANSMITTING APPLICATIONS 
FOR WHEAT LOANS, UNDER THE 1938 WHEAT-LOAN PROGRAM 


(For use. by State and County Agricultural Conservation Committees) 


The 1938 Wheat-Loan Program is an agricultural commodity loan pro- 
gram conducted under the’ provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1938. Under this: Act, loans on wheat, corn, and other agricultural com- 
modities are made a definite part of a coordinated national farm program. 


Although the procedure for handling the 19238 wheat loans is similar 
in many respects to that for previous agricultural commodity loan programs, 
the followin principles are now definitely established policy: (1) Com- 
modity loans represent only one feature of the efforts to solve the farm 
problem: (2) In years of excessively low prices, loans to farmers at har- 
vest time will enable them to defer the sale of some or all of their wheat 
and thus prevent or lessen the degree of seasonal price depression: (3) A 
sound commodity loan program requires cooperative effort on the part of 
farmers in the adjustment of acreage, sO.as to prevent excessive surpluses 
year after year from burdening the market with resulting low prices: (4) 
The county agricultural conservation committees furnish reliable Federally- 
sponsored, locally-elected organizations for enabling farmers to obtain 
loans with a minimum of CA tt mem Give 


Section 302 of the Act as amended directs the Commodity Credit 
Corporation to make wheat loans available to cooperators upon recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of Agriculture and with the approval of the President 
of the United States, in any marketing year when the farm price of wheat is 
below 52 per cent of parity or when the Federal crop estimate for wheat for 
July is in excess of a normal year's domestic consumption and exports. 


The Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 directs the Commodity 
Credit Corporation to utilize, with the approval of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, the services, facilities, and personnel of the Department 
of Agriculture in carrying out the loan provisions. This includes the 
service of the State and county agricultural conservation committees by 
which the wheat loan program largely will be condueted in the States and 
Counties. It is important, therefore, that county committeemen elected 
to serve in the 1938 Agricultural Conservation Program acquaint themselves 
fully with the various phases of the program so that they may render far- 
mers in their counties the most reliable service possible. 
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ORGANIZATION FOR THE WHEAT LOAN PROGRAM 


The State Agricultural Conservation Executive Officer will ad- 
minister the field activities of the Wheat Loan Program in the States in 
the Hast Central Division. The work will be handled by the regular State 
Agricultural ie a Office personnel. 


The State Executive Officer will nernanaee the work under the 
agricultural conservation program, wheat loans, and other work of the 
State Office. The State Agricultural Conservation Committee, under whose 
supervision the county committees do their work, will perform such duties 
as are necessary in carrying out the Wheat Loan Program in an efficient 
manner. 


It shall be the duty of the State Office, in cooperation with the 
Extension Service and the State Committee to furnish information relative 
to the wheat loans and to supervise the training of county committeemen 
as to requirements in SiN Nag he with wheat loans. 


COUNTY AGRICULTURAL CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 
The Wheat Loan Program in the county is built around the county 
agricultural conservation committee. Wheat loans are the responsibility 
of the county association, and no loan can be made without the approval 
of the county committee. 


The work in the county will be done by the personnel of the already 
established county agricultural conservation office. The personnel that 
works on wheat loans will be paid in the same manner as other county associa- 
tion employees, under instructions previously given. 


The duties of the County office relative to wheat loans are: 


1. To furnish correct information about the Wheat Loan Pro- 
grams to growers in the county, and 


2. To check carefully all loan forms to make sure that 
they are properly completed and are correctly signed, 
and that copies of all forms are properly filed in 
the county association office. 


EXPENSE ' 


Expenses for the Wheat Loan Program in the county will be handled 
in the same way as the county expenses for the Agricultural Conservation 
Program. Fees in connection with loans will be deposited with the treasurer 
of the association, and bills paid in the usual manner by the treasurer. 
All collections and disbursements will be reported in the same manner as 
any Other similar county agricultural conservation matters have been 
handled. Instructions on fiscal matters under the Wheet Loan Program 
will be furnished. 
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PART I, THE 1938: WHEAT: LOAN PROGRAM 


Wheat loans will be made pursuant to regulations issued by the 
Secretary of Agriculture with the approval of the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion. State and county agricultural conservation committeemen will be 
guided by the instructions issued by the Commodity Credit Corporation 
(1938-CCC-Wheat-Form-1) and by the procedure outlined herein.

(B) Loan rates for other eligible grades and subclasses than 
those designated above shall be at the following schedule of premiums and 
discounts from the rates named in the schedule above: 


(1) No. 1 Wheat shall be valued at one cent over No. 2 
(2) No. 3 Wheat shall be at a discount of 3.cents under No. 2 


(3) Discounts for light smut and light garlic shall be made at 
the rate of 3 cents per bushel and discounts for heavy smut 
and heavy garlic shall be made at the rate of 8 cents per 
bushel. - 


PART II. - ELIGIBILITY - PRODUCER - WHEAT - STORAGE 


A producer, in order to obtain a wheat loan, must be an eligible 
producer, his wheat must be eligible for a loan, and the wheat must be 
stored in eligible storage, all as defined in 1938-CCC-Wheat-1, "Instruc- 
tions Concerning Wheat Loans'', issued by the Commodity Credit Corporation. 


In determining the eligibility of a producer the County Agricultural 
Conservation Committeo must determine the following: 


(1) Whether the applicant produced the wheat in the capacity of 
landowner, landlord, or tenant. 


(2) Whether the total acreage of soil-depleting crops, in 1938, 
on the farm producing the wheat exceeds or exceeded 105 per 
cent of the total soil-depleting acreage allotment established 
for the farm under the 1938 Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram, (In computing the acreage, fractions of acres shall be 
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expressed in the nearest tenth of an acre, fractions amount- 
ing to five or fewer hundredths shall be dropped, and more than “8 
five hundredths shall be considered as ep whole tenth). 

The county committee will determine for the farm on which the wheat 
was produced, the above items by checking Form ECR-219, "Summary of 
Supervisors! Report of Performance', under the 1938 Agricultural Conservation 
program for the total acreage of soil-depleting crops on the farn, (as 
defined under said program) and by checking the listing sheet for total 
soil-depleting acreage allotment established for the farm. The producer 
may be required to furnish a copy of the lease, or, in the absence of a 
lease, a written statement signed by the landlord and tenant showing the 
leasing arrangement. .. S 


The applicant producer is an eligible producer if he produced the 
wheat in the capacity of landlord, landowner, or tenant, and if the total 
acreage of soil-depleting crops in 1938 on the farm on which the wheat 
was produced did not exceed.105 per cent of the total soil-depleting acre- 
age allotment. 


Hlevators and warehouses which meet the following requirements will 
be eligible for the storage of. wheat under-the program: 


(1). Elevators and warehouses licensed under the Federal Warehouse 
Act, and approved by the Commodity Credit Corporation. 


(2). Elevators and warehouses approved by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration. Before elevators and warehouses (including Federally- 
licensed elevators and warehouses) can be approved as eligible 
they must enter into an agreement with the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, the form for which may be obtained from the loan 
agency of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. This agree- 
ment will limit the warehouseman's lien and define his obliga- 
tions to Commodity Credit Corporation. A list of approved 
warehouses and their locations will be available at any loan 
agency of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation listed in 
Section 18 of CCC-Wheat-Form 1, and from the State and county 
committees. ; 


Wheat stored in an eligible warehouse is eligible for a loan if the 
county committee determines aly that: (1) the beneficial title is and always 
has been in the eligible producer; (2) the wheat was produced in 1938; 
(3) the warehouse receipt shows the wheat to be of the following acceptable 
grades: No. 1, No. 2, No. 3, Soft red Winter, as defined in the official t, 
grain standards of the United States effective October LPELo are 


Smutty or garlicky wheat of the above grades is eligible for a loan, 
but subject to a deduction in the amount per bushel which may be lent on 
the wheat, as set forth in Part I hereof. 


1/ Determination must be based upon instructions and definitions in 1938, 
C.C.C. Wheat Form 1. 
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Care should be taken to eliminate the obvious cases of ineligibility 
before the producer goes to an expense in connection with obtaining a loan. 


The conditions under which a loan may. be obtained, and the require- 
ments to be met by a producer before a loan may be approved, should be ex- 
plained fully to an applicant before he is asked to. pay any fee or to com- 


plete any loan document.* 


FEES FOR COUNTY ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES 


The cost of administering the Wheat Loan Program in the counties 
will be paid by the producers who participate. ; . 


A fee of $1.50 will be paid by every loan applicant, which amount 
will cover the cost of checking records for existing liens and preparing 
loan papers. oe ; 


PART III. - LIENS. 


livery loan on wheat in farm storage must be secured by 2 warehouse 
receipt. Prior to the preparation of the note, the county committee should 
make certain that no prior lien of record exists on the wheat for which the 
loan is intended, except those listed on the Work Sheet. This should be 
done by having a designated clerk check the lists of applicants against the 
liens on the 1938 wheat crop on record in the Court House. The records are 
sO maintained that a representative of the county office will have no diffi- 
culty in quickly ascertaining the existence of any liens of public record 
with respect to any wheat offered as collateral for a loan. Where a lien or 
liens exists on the wheat crop, the applicant should supply the names of 
the lien holder or lien holders and must furnish a waiver or waivers in the 
space provided in Section 9 of 1938 CCC Wheat Form B before the loan papers 
can be completed. It is the duty of the producer to secure the waivers, but 
oftentimes the county office can secure them for him and thus avoid delay, 
and at the same time render a helpful service to the producer. 


The wheat producer's notes and loan agreements (which are part of 
CCC Wheat Form B) are to be prepared in the county office. It is not neces- 
sary that the producer sign the note in the county office, but it is impor- 
tant that the county office secure the name of the bank or lending agency 
to whom the producer plans to sell the note if the loan is not made direct. 
(See PART VIII for explanation of DIRECT LOANS.) ach loan agreement and 
note must be assigned a serial number. Number each agreement consecutively 
in the order in which they are received. 


The date the note is signed by the producer should be entered. The 
amount of money entered on the face of the note as the amount of the loan - 
must not exceed the amount of money calculated by multiplying the number of 
bushels of collateral wheat by the rate specified in the regulations. In 
cases of indirect loans the payee will be the local lending agency to the 
order of which the producer promises to pay. The number of bushels of wheat 
which stands as the collateral security for the note will be the number of 
bushels stated on the warehouse receipt. 
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NOTH: Notes must be filled out in ink, in- 
delible pencil, or typewriter, and any erasures or changes 
made on a note will render the said note not acceptable by the 
Commodity Gredit Corporation. . 


The loan agreement requires that the State, county and serial — 
numbers; the producer's name and address: the amount of money; and the 
name of the payee, must be exactly the same as they appear on the note. 


The schedule of warehouse receipts must be shown in the loan 
agreement. The county committee should make sure that all wheat secured 
by the producer's note is in the same warehouse. Where the wheat is 
stored in two or more warehouses a separate note and loan agreement shall 
be executed for each instance of warehouse storage. 


In Section 2(a) state accurately the capacity of the producer - that 
is whether he is landlord, landowner, or tenant. If he is a tenant, the 
landlord must sign the waiver in Section 9. 


In completing the wheat producer's loan agreement the county com- 
mittee should make certain that the producer has read completely and under- 
stands the representations and warranties stated therein; and the producer 
should not sign the loan agréement unless he fully understands the certi- 
fications and warranties. 


Section 9. All persons holding liens of record against the wheat 
should be named in this section and their signatures should be secured 
to the waiver, The county records should be checked to determine that all 
liens have been shown. 


Section 10 of the loan agreement provides for the certification by 
a member of the County Agricultural Conservation Committee for an on be- 
half of the county committee. After the note and loan agreement form 


(1938 CCC B) has been filled out the information should be carefully checked 


to make sure that it is complete and proper insofar as the producer and the 
county committee are concerned. 


PART VII. -— INSURANCE 
There are two kinds of insurance in connection with wheat loans. 


The first kind is the primary insurance. The producers must, at 
their own expense, keep the collateral wheat insured for as long a time as 
the loan remains unpaid, against loss by fire, lightning, cyclone, tornado, 
windstorm, (with or without hail coverage), for an amount not less than 
the amount of the loan plus accrued interest and other Charges up to the 
date of maturity. | 


In the case of storage in a Federally-licensed or otherwise ap- 


proved warehouse, this primary insurance will be included in the storage 
cost. 
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The second kind ies insurance necessary for the protection of loans 
is a blanket policy “provided by the Commodity Credit Corporation. This. 
insurance will protect the Corporation against loss on account of theft, 
conversion, and certain other risks not covered by the primary insurance. 
Carried by the producers. The cost of this secondary insurance is nine- 
tenths of one cent. per $100 per month on the daily average balance of the 
loans. This cost will be charged against. the wheat while the note is 
held by the Commodity Credit Corporation. 


PART VIII- DIRECT LOANS 


It is contemplated that producers ordinarily will convert their 
notes into cash by taking them to their local banks or other lending 
agencies, which in turn will sell the paper to the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration. However, if the producer desires, he may present his note and 
loan agreement directly to the Commodity Credit Corporation, as provided 
in Section 16 of CCC Wheat Form 1. In such cases it will be necessary to 
designate the Commodity Credit Corporation as the payee (on 1938 CCC Wheat 
Form B) and deliver the note and loans agreement, together with CCC Wheat 
Form 0, "Producers Letter of Transmittal", to the loan agency of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, prior to December 31, 1938. The county 
committee can get a list of loan agencies of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation from the State committee upon request. 


- PART IX - APPEALS 


Any applicant for a loan who is not satisfied with the action taken 
in regard to his application may, within 15 days after receiving notice 
from the county committee informing him of the action taken, request the 
committee to reconsider his application. This request for reconsideration 
must be submitted to the county committee in writing, and it should be a 
complete statement of the reasons why the request is made. The county 
committee shall, within 10 days after receipt of the request for recon- 
sideration, ore all the facts pertaining to the case, and then shall 
promptly notify the applicant, in writing, of its final determination. 


If, after such reconsideration by the county committee, the ap- 
plicant still is not satisfied with the action taken, he may, at any 
time within 15 days after receiving notice from the county committee of 
its final determination, appeal to the State Agricultural Conservation 
Committee for a review of his case. This appeal must be made in writing, 
and it must be a complete statement of the reasons why it is made. 


Upon receipt of such appeal by the State committee, that committee 
shall notify both the appellant and the county committee of the date when 
consideration will be given to the case. On this date the State committee 
will hear both the appellant: and the county committee on the facts in the 
case, or, if it is not convenient or possible for the parties to be present 
for personal presentation of the facts, then the State committee will make 
its determination upon the basis of the written statements of facts 
submitted by both the parties on or before the date indicated by the State 
committee for its consideration of. the case. 
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after a full and complete consideration of the evidence submitted, 
and after any investigation which the Stave committee may deem it advisable 
to make, the State committee shall render’ res, decision. Such decision 
shall be made within 30 days of the receipt of the appeal. One copy:of the 
decision of the State committee shall be submitted to the Cea Commi yee 
and another copy to the appellant. : 


In all matters pertaining to the eligibility, the ee Ps subclass, 
grade, weight, quality or condition, of the wheat and on all Breese of 
fact, the State committee's determination shall be final. 


PART X. OUTLINE OF WHEAT-LOAN PROCEDURE 


The following outline of the various steps involved in connection 
with making a wheat loan is supplied as a guide for County Agricultural 
Conservation Committees: 


(1) PRODUCER: asks COUNTY OFFICE for information on how to 
get a wheat loan. 


(2) COUNTY OFFICE gives PRODUCER information on: 


a His eligibility tore loan, 

b. The eligibility of the producer's 
wheat as collateral for a loan. 

G. phe telbigibils ty, of thea Dingo; ware 
house which is available for storage 
of the producer's collateral wheat. 


- (3) PRODUCER applies to the COUNTY OFFICE for a loan. 
(4). COUNTY OFFICE: The county Office will: 


a. Notify applicant in writing of acceptance or 
non-acceptance of his application. 

b. Have a clerk check, in the county office of 
public records (usually called the Office 
of the County Clerk), the chattel records 
for. lienholders. ; 

c. Prepare note and loan agreement (CCC Wheat 
Form B) for signatures. 

d. Prepare for the applicant a copy of producer's 
letter of transmittal, if producer desires 
direct loan on warehouse-stored wheat, so the 

- applicant may transmit his note to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation through loan agency of the Re- 
construction Finance. Corporation. | 


(5) THE APPLICANT: The applicant for loan will: 


a. Obtain waiver vor waive from lienholders in 
Section 9 1938 CCC Wheat Form B. 


(6) 
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b. Submit to the county committee all papers re- 
lating to his application. 


COUNTY COMMITTEE: The county committee will: 


a. Complete examination of all papers relating 
to the application. 

bd. Attach the warehouse receipts, together with 
paid freight bills duly registered for 
transit privileges, securely to the note 
and loan agreement, 1938 CCC Wheat Form B. 

c. Make record of allloans completed. 

d. Send weekly reports to the State Agricultural 
Conservation Committee on the number of 
loans approved; the amount of each loan 
approved; and the number of bushels, and 
the grade and subclass of the wheat ap- 
proved as collateral in each case. This 
information will be obtained from CCC 
Wheat Form B. 


THE APPLICANT: The applicant: 


a. Pays his loan fee. 

b. Submits "Wheat Producers Note and Loan 
Agreement" (1938 CCC Wheat Form B) to 
local lending agency, or if direct loan 
is desired transmits this document together 
with "Producers Letter of Transmittal" to 
loan agency of Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation.
